How to Plant 
Sow 15 to 20 Ibs. to the acre in March or April 


Well-drained loam or clay soil, with no hardpan un- 
derneath, will grow Alfalfa when properly prepared. 
Lime should be applied to soil that is too acid. Two to 
five tons of ground limestone per acre is recommended, 
half of this quantity of burnt lime after plowing. A 
firm seedbed is essential for a good stand of Alfalfa, 
and the soil should, therefore, be prepared well ahead 
of planting time. Harrow the land frequently to destroy 
all weeds. 


Alfalfa needs fertilizer rich in phosphoric acid and 
potash. When seeding apply 600 to 800 Ibs. or more 
of 0-14-6 fertilizer per acre, increasing the amount of 
potash on sandy soil. Top-dress established plantings 
each spring with 300 to 400 lbs. of 0-12-12 fertilizer 
per acre. Best results come from having the so:l tested 
and adding the elements needed

HARRISONBURG, VA.

Use 
500 to 800 pounds of 10-10-10 fertilizer per 
acre. If cut when 36 inches tall makes very 
good hay. Better for pasture than hay. 


PEARL or CATTAIL MILLET 


There is a need for more grazing on most 
Virginia farms during July and August. 
Pearl or Cattail Millet and Sudan Grass 
can help you provide additional grazing for 
your live stock during these critical months 
One acre will usually take care of two ani- 
mals during the critical period. Broadcast 
25 to 35 pounds per acre after the middle 
of May. 500 to 800 pounds of 10-10-10 fer- 
tilizer per acre is reemmended.

EARLY HEGARI—Combine
